ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 


The various economic indicators for the spring and summer months generally reflect a seasonal up- 
swing in activity in the province, but are hardly buoyant enough to indicate that 1970 will be a better year 
than was 1969, 

The agricultural outlook shows signs of improvement as Alberta farmers cash income took a fairly 
sharp upturn inJuly due to increased grain sales. Forecasts as to world grain markets appear to be reason 
for continued optimism. Livestock marketings have generally been higher than in 1969, and prices firm, 
and as a result the seven month cumulative cash income is higher than for the comparable period of 1969. 

The outlook for the mining industry in the province also appears to be promising. The long term 
Japanese coal contracts, and the increasing need for thermally generated electric power ensure a steady 
demand. Production of coal in July was more than double that of July, 1969. Production of crude oil and 
natural gas for thefirst seven months of 1970 was substantially above 1969levels. Because of the uncertain 
world supply situation the demand for petroleum products can be expected to increase. 

The value of manufacturing shipments inJune was down from June 1969, the cumulative total for the 
year was up 1. 2% over the same period last year. Lumber, flour, and refinery production are slightly be- 

-low the 1969 levels. 

The building construction industry in the province showed no signs of improvement as the value of 
building permits issued in July and August was a little over one half that of a year earlier. The cumulative 
total for the year was well below that of the previous year. Dwelling starts in July also reflected the high 
interest rates and tight money Situation in the first half of the year. Engineering construction presents a 
brighter picture: the mid year survey ofprivate and public investment indicates an expected overall 12% in- 
crease above 1969 in total construction activity. 

The better outlook for increased grain sales, and thefirmness of the markets for Alberta minerals, 
may offset the somewhat weakening manufacturing industry and the uncertainty of the construction industry 
to improve the business outlook in the second half of 1970. In August, the unemployment rate improved to 
3.2%; down from the March-April rate of 5.2%. Unadjusted labour income in May was 12.3% higher than 
May, 1969. Wholesale trade volume in July was up 4. 2% over July, 1969 although some major lines were 
drastically lower. 

Retail trade in the first halfof the year was down, largelydue to a $41 million decline in automobile 


sales. Many commodity shipments to the province were substantially lower, reflecting the decline in the 


construction industry.

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According to a survey of Working Conditions as of lst August, 1969, most employees in Alberta industry work 
a five day standard work week. Office employees tend to have a shorter standard work day - by one half an hour to a 
full hour - thannon-office employees. The most commondaily rest or coffee break arrangement is two paid breaks per 
day. The most common paid statutory and public holiday arrangement is a patkare of ten holidays per year, which re- 
presents one more day than the most common arrangement reported in a similar survey conducted in 1964, With regard 
to vacation - with - pay plans, 96% of office employees and 87% of non-office employees covered in the 1969 survey are 
employed in firms with a three week vacation plan: this compares to 89% of office employees and to 79% of non-office 
employees inthe 1964 survey. The number offirms with office staffoffering athree week vacation after specific periods 
of time has risen from 57% of firm coverage in 1964 to 76% in 1969. The sametrend is evident infirms with non-office 
staff where 71% of the firms covered in 1969 offer a three week vacation, compared to 46% in 1964. Office employees 
are paid most frequently on a semi-monthly basis while non-office employees tend to be paid most frequently on a bi- 


weekly basis. 


Preliminary statistics from the Fourteenth Annual Alberta Salary and Wage Rate Survey, (1 August, 1970), in- 
dicate that inthe clerical positions the average Alberta monthly salary ofa junior clerk typist is $322; ofa junior steno- 
grapher, $364; and of asecretary stenographer, $444, Key-punch operators in data processing centres are paid an 


average of $395 per month. 


Other examples of average monthly salaries include telephone operator, $343; female cook, $366; male janitor, 
$464; male duplicating equipment operator, $432; light truck driver, $468; warehouseman, $486; beginning level non- 
architectural draftsman, $516; registered nurse, $533; industriallaboratory technician, $624; and male office manager 


or administrative assistant, $864.

PRIVATE AND PUBLIC INVESTMENT IN ALBERTA 
The results of a survey undertaken in May and June by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics indicate that planned 
capital expenditures of all sectors of the Alberta economy in 1970 are expected to total $2,527 million. The revised 
figure is 5.1% greater than 1969 expenditures. These figures are in terms of current dollar value and do not allow for 
price changes. 
Expenditures for the acquisition of new machinery and equipment during 1970 are estimated at $526.7 million, 


9.0% lower than the 1969 preliminary total. New construction, however, is expected to increase by 12% over 1969.

Estimates of expenditures in the ''Primary and Construc- 
tion Industries'' sector are 4. 2% above the 1969 total of $842.5 million. 


The capital programs of institutions and government departments are 15. 2% higher than last year.

MEMORANDA 


Government revenue derived from the control, taxation and sale of alcoholic beverages increased from $19.8 
million in 1958-1959 to $41.5 million in 1969. The increase over 1967-1968 amounted to $2, 2 million or 5.5%. As 
of March 31, 1969 there were 142 liquor outlets in the province. During the year 1,811,000 gallons of spirits, 
1,314, 000 gallons of wine and 22, 255,000 gallons of beer were sold. Thevalue of sale of alcoholic beverages in 1969 
was $125.8 million up from $116.2 millionin 1968. The value of spirits sold was $66. 6 million, wines $10. 2 million 


and beer $48.9 million. Sales of imported alcoholic beverages amounted to $16.9 million or 13.5% of total sales. 


Preliminary statistics of educationfor the 1970-1971 school year show a total of 1,361 schools and education- 
al institutions in the province. This total is comprised of 1,319 elementary and secondary schools, 29 post-second- 
ary non-university institutions, and 13 universities and colleges. The totalnumber of full-time teachers is estimated 
at 24, 364 of which 2, 420 are university and college professors, 1, 060 are other post secondary non-university teachers.

Full-time enrollment in all educationalinstitutions is estimated at474, 700 up from the 1969-1970 preliminary 

total of 461,900 and the 1968-1969 total of 443,914. Total enrollment in Universities and Colleges is estimated at 


40,600. Of this total, 32,650 are full time and 7, 950 are part time students. 


Total road and street mileage in 1969 is 94,151 miles. ‘Of the 88, 782 miles of rural roads in the province. 
5,855 were paved, 64,591 were gravel and 18,336 were earth, Urban street mileage was composed of 2,653 miles 


of paved streets, 2,151 miles of gravel streets and 565 miles of earth streets for a total of SP oeye le 


Electric energy generated in 1969 amounted to 8, 152 millionK, W.H. ; anincrease of 15. 4% over 1968. Thermal 
plants generated 83% of the K,W.H., produced,and internal combustion plants accounted for 4%, During the year 
approximately 2.6 million tons of coal worth $3.3 million; 16.1 million imperial gallons of petroleum fuels costing 


$.8 million and 37.9 billion cubic feet of gas with a value of $6.6 million were used to generate electricity. 
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
